Albert Baldwin, a negro, wh o was to 
h av e been burned yesterday at Tut 
wiler. Miss., for th e 
murder of En­ 
gineer Fogarty, lies safe in a cell of 
th e Jackson, Miss., jail, and wh at was 
planned to be a most h orrible burning 
h as been sav ed th e state. 
Th e burning was av erted by th e 
prompt action 
of 
Gov . Vardaman, 
wh ose v iews on th e negro question 
h av e been th e subject of so much dis­ 
cussion. 
Sunday afternoon at 3:30 
o’clock a special coach h itch ed to th e 
south -bound limited carried Baldwin 
to Jackson, escorted by th e Green­ 
wood company, under th e command cf 
Captain 
Keesler, 
Adjutant 
General 
Fridge and Gov ernor Vardaman. 
Not twenty people at th e Jackson 
depot knew wh at was going on. 
Th e 
negro was placed In a h ack and taken 
to th e jail by Adjutant General Fridge. 
Gov ernor Vardaman went to th e man­ 
sion, and th e 
Greenwood 
company 


stepped from th e coach of th e special 
to th e Yazoo & Mississippi Valley 
train and left immediately for th eir 
h ome in Greenwood. 


Th e trip was not with out accident 
or incident. 
Th e gov ernor and th e 
adjutant general left Jackson at 10 
o’clock. 
Tbey arriyed at Greenwood 
at about 2 o’clock, wh ere th ey were 
met by Captain Keesler with forty- 
fiv e men from th e Ittabena company, 
under Lieutenant Rich . 
No time was 
lost at Greenwood 
and th e special 
pulled straigh t out ov er th e branch 
for Grenada. 


At Grenada th ere came near being 
a serious accident. 
Th ere was a col­ 
lision between one of th e freigh ts in 
th e Grenada yards and th e special 
and th e soldiers were greatly sh aken 
up, th e gov ernor being bruised. 


It was known th at th e engineer was 
in sympath y with th e burning of th e 
negro, and it was th ough t at one time 
th at th e accident was premeditated, 
but an inv estigation prov ed th is to be 
an error. 
Th e forty-fiv e miles between Gren­ 
ada and Batesv ille was made in fifty 
minutes. 
It was a race for life, for it 
was known th at wh en dayligh t came 
th e Tutwiler mob would lo e after th e 
negro. 
Sh eriff Joh nson h ad a picked posse 
of fifteen men protecting th e negro, 
and immediately upon th e arriv al of 
th e gov ernor and militia company, th e 
negro was taken to th e depot and turn­ 
ed ov er to th e ch ief executiv e and th e 
soldiers.

was Miss Edith 
Kingdon, says that fashionable life 
and the duties which dev olv e upon its 
dev otees are nev er so time-consuming 
or so onerous that a woman need for­ 
get her home life. 
“Dev otion to the domestic circle,” 
she says, “comes first in ev ery wo­ 
man’s list of duties. 
It ought to b î. 
and, in the majority of cases is, the 
greatest pleasure that a w'oman can 
hav e. There may be some women who 
place the pleasures of social life abov e 
those which are found in the heart of 
one’s family, where the children are 
kings and queens, but they are so few 
in number that they are distinguished 
only by their scarcity.” 
Mrs. Gould speaks feelingly of th-3 
great joy and comfort which children 
bring to parents, and says Uiat there 
is more real, unalloyed pleasure in an 
hour’s romp with healthy, wide-awake 
children in the nursery than there i: 
to be found in the grandest ball 
iha i 
was ev er giv en. 
Speaking of 
the 
influence whi.di 
children hav e upon their parents, Mrs. 
Gold declares that growing children 
are realiy Uie educators of their eU’- 
ers. 
“It is as her children grow older.” 
she says, “that a woman’s growth, 
mentally, must keep pace with that of 
the activ e young minds about her; 
she must broaden her social horizon, 
keep in touch with the w’orld and 
abreast of ev ents in the 
ev eryday 
turmoil about her.” 
Denying that society women, as a 
clas9 , are the butterflies they hav e 
been painted, and firm in her conv ic­ 
tion that the children oi (he rich and 
socially elect see -more of their pa­ 
rents than the children of those who 
are differently situated, Mrs. Gould 
protests against the oft-heard expre.s- 
sion that 
society 
women see their 
children only 
long enough to kiss 
them good-night. 
“The light that shines about a fash­ 
ionable w’oman’s social functions,” she* 
says, “is as fierce as tiiat which beats 
about 
a 
throne. 
It 
is 
the 
gen­ 
eral belief that she has no time to do 
aught else, but attend to the duties 
which a society life imposes upon her 
“There are many persons who imag­ 
ine that the fashionable woman spends 
so much of her time for her toilets, 
her amusements and her bridge that 
she considers 
a 
perfunctory good 
night kiss or a flying weekly v isit to 
her nursery as the sum total of her 
God-giv en charges.” 
She proceeds to point out that the 
popular v iew of the fashionable wo­ 
man’s lov e for and attention to her 
children is wholly mistaken, and that 
howev er European mothers may treat 
their offspring, the Ameriean woman, 
whether she be rich or poor, fashion­ 
able or otherwise, is comparable only 
to her Roman prototype, the motlier 
of the Gracchi, who pointing to nor 
offspring declared: 
“ Th e se are ray 
jewels.”
